His Fiight with the Wife of his 
Deputy, and $20 0C0 Gov- 
ernment Money.

A few days ago we published a brief 
announcement of the death of Harlow 
Case in the island of Ceylon, whither 
he fled twenty-five years ago, and un- 
til now nothing had been known in 
this country of his whereabouts. In 
1860 Case was collector of the port of 
Sandusky. He fellin love with the wife 
of his deputy. Henry Francis, seized 
$22,000 of government money, and 
eloped with Mrs. Francis and her little 
child.

Mrs. Francis soon died. soe has 
since died. The daughter started to 
return to her father in a vessel that 
was lostat sea. It was supposed that 
Francis committed suicide after the 
breaking up of his home, as nothing 
was heard frou him. Hisstory, which 
has lately come out, is as dreadful as 
that of the others: 

Up to the time of the elopemeont, 
Francis had lived with the utmost con- 
tidence in his wife’s honor, and when 
the appalling truth of his betrayal 
dawned upon him, it partially turned 
his brain, and he became a monoma- 
niac, with only two objects in life, 
to gain revenge On Case and get back 
hischild. He sold his little property 
at a sacrifice and set out on his long 
pursuit of Case and Mrs. Francis. 
They had goneto England. He follow- 
ed them and arrived there just in time 
to hear of them in France. From France 
he traced them to the north of Europe, 
and thence they led him a will-o’-wisp 
dance, sometimes in sight and at other 
times unheard of for months, to Con- 
stantinople, where they became entire- 
ly lost. Five years passed. hen the 

rimean war broke out Francis enlisted 
in the English army as cook,and served 
until the end of the war. Some years 
thereafter he was in the employ of 
Adams express company on the Pan- 
Handle road, and was “queer.” His 
mental unsoundness at last ied to his 
discharge, and it is said he is living on 
a farm in Minnesota.

Has 
anything gone wrung? You seem a 
little depressed this fine morning. 

Pastor. Thank you, brother A., I 
cannot sav that anything unusual has 
occurred; but I confess that I am a lit- 
tle dispirited, al:hough | was not aware 
that my manner showed it. 

E. Well, i didn’t mean to intimate 
that vou seemed blue exactly, but only 
more Mondayish than usual. By the 
way, I was sorry ‘o learn yesterday, 
from the Sessional report that our 
chureh was considerably behind in 
the matter of your salary. 

P. Yes, our people seem to be pass- 
ing through a severe financial crisis; 
and I hope this is the only reasen for 
their shortcomings in the matter of my 
salary. 

E. Why, whatdo you mean? You 
surely do not think that there may be 
some other reason? 

P. Well, brother A., I hope not. 
But you see the minister occupies such 
a relation to his church that he is ob- 
liged to look closely into his treatment 
by the people. He knows that because 
he is a minister, his people will treat 
him with respect and cordiality; but 
he cannot always infer from this that 
he is acceptable in his work. The truth 
is, ministers like everybody else usual- 
ly think. And they can’t rid them- 
selves of the impression, that where 
their labors are appreciated the peo- 
ple will give them that full moral and 
pecuniary support which they “seer 
ised; for itis a prettv safe conclusion 
that people are willing to pay for what 
they really appreciate. 

E. Iam sor:y youtake such views of 
the matter, although I see that there is 
reason in what you say. But I canas 
sure you that such thoughts needn’t 
disturb you, for we never had a niinis- 
ter more generally popular and accept- 
able than yoursell. 

P. [am glad to hear vou say so; for 
to be candid, 1 have ween more wor- 
ried on this point than vou or any one 
else wouldinfer in my usnal mood, 

Kk. Well, pastor, don’t let such 
thoughts worry you any longer. I hope 
delinguent members will soon do their 
duty. I have paid every dollar of my 
subscription. 

P. Oh I knew without your telling 
me, that yon had met your obligations. 
But, as you are not in any great hurry. 
you must hear me out on this matter ; 
for,as you began this conversation, 
you must give me a fair and full show- 


ing. 

i. I'll do it cheerfully. 

P. You say that, as you have paid 
every dollar of your subscription, your 
hands are clean. What would you 
think if I should demur against your 
conclusion ? 

k. Why, really, [don’t see on what 
grounds you could do so. 

P. Well, let us go back a little. When 
I received the call from the Smyrna 
church, with the promise of six hundred 
dollars for my support, who was it that 
made this call and promised this 
amount ? 

E. The Smyrna church, of course. 

P. On what facts did the Smyrna 
church base this call and prom‘se ? 

E. On the voice of the people, and 
their individual promises to pay the 
amount each one subscribed. 

VP. Then it was the church as an or- 
ganized body or company that made 
the call and promised the amount? 

KE. Yes. 

P. Well, now suppose some of the 
members fail to meet their voluntary 
assumed obligations,who ought to bear 
the consequences of their tailure—the 
} astor or tue church” 

E. Well, on strictly business princi- 
ples, I should say the church ought to 
vear the loss and not the minister, 
but what will you do with delinquent 
members? It looks as though the good 
name of our church ought not to suffer 
on their account, while they are to all 
intents and purposes in as good stand- 
ing in the church is the rest of us who 
have met our obligations. 

P. What would you do if a member 
of your firm should refuse to bear his 
proportionate part of the expenses of 
the firm? 

E. Why, I should tell him we must 
dissolve our partnership; but surely 
you do not mean that a man ought to 
be turned out of the church when he 
does not meet his obligations of the 
church? 

P. Well, Brother A., this would 
seem 30 be the |. gical conclusion; but 1 
confess Iam not prepared to see it 
practised, at least until people have 
been better informed on this matter, 
nor until every reasonable effort has 
failed toarouse them to their duty.

But for flabby, tepid prosiness, we 
eonsider Mr. Whittier's centennial bymn will 
hurdly be excelled.” 


tricky politician’s speeches, a question 
as to the genuineness of southern pa- 
triotism we cannotsee. The south, as 
a distinct body of the people of the 
union, has never been obnoxious to 
the charge of hypocrisy. On the other 
hand it has borne a reputation for 
too impulsive frankness and an over- 
readiness to assert both its views and 
itability to sustain them. That the 
war, 1n either its incidents or results, 
should have changed this appears to 
usanomalous. Certainly there is no 
existing reason for a beliefto the con- 
trary, except the lying and slanderous 
statements whichignoble and design- 
ing politicians—-spoilsmen, not states- 
men— have to give in inflamatory har- 
angues to ignorant and unthinking con- 
stituencies. Against such political 
scoundrelism the entire south enters its 
earnest protest. 

Southern patriotism has not, since 
the termination of the civil war, been 
allowed to manifest itself. Tie class of 
men who took control of the govern- 
ment and its offices did not desire that 
it should have expression. In keeping 
it stifled, under the han of suspicion 
and held ip check by the mooly re- 
sentments of ayiond people, tLoy saw 
their only hu:. ‘or an extension of 
power. They ‘+ +i9 ’ that we should 
confess oursel\ ¢ biackest political 
criminals,that ve snould denounce that 
for which we Lad = sacredly 
fought and made the grand- 
est possible’ sacrifices and_ that 
we should accept terms of recognition 
which would have been brands of in- 
famy uponour children to the fourth 
and fifth generations. The test of pa- 
triotism was the sacrifice ofall that was 
honest and manly. That test was re- 
jected with scorn, and for the decade 
we haye endured the outrages conse- 
quent upon our refusal and kept our 
patriotism warm to grace a better era. 

That era, we feel, has come. In the 
same year that we expose to the world 
the glorious achievements of American 
labor and genius, we also expose the 
public wrongs and tyrannies in the ex- 
tent to which ourinstitutions will per- 
mit them to be carried and the remedies 
tobeapplied. The last public utterance 
of the late ex-President Johnson, as 
reported in these columns, was that 
“the saving power ofthe country lies 
in the common honesty and patriotism 
of the people.” That “common hon- 
esty’’ and that “patriotism” are at work 
to-day for the salvation of the country. 
In the course of recent events, as shap- 
ed by “the people” the south recognizes 
the return of the countryto its true 
policy and line of action and no where 
is this hailed with greater pleasure than 
in the south. Our people are true to 
the principles of the union, they will do 
as much for their preservation as the 
people of any other section, and in the 
forwarding of the progress of the coun- 
try, the protection of its interests and 
the perfurmance of every duty belong- 
ing to patriotism, we challenges our 
slanderers and deiy them to outstrip 
its example.

That scheme was to bring the 
American republic into the eyes of the 
world with the results of its progress 
and the exhibition ot its achievements 
during the tirst century of its exis-t- 
ence, and by comparison with the ad- 
vancement of older nations show forth 
the gig.ntic strides of our people in all 
the fields of art, science and productive 
industry.

The people of the count«y have 
profited by these labors to an extent 
we dare not attempt to estimate, but 
we do dare to say that every faithful 
minister of Christ has reason to be

ers. The event has aroused all the 
nations of Cbristian Europe and ex- 
cited an apprehension for the safety 
of the Christ ans in the dominion of 
the porte, which will produce inter- 
ference of the most absolute and un- 
compromising character. 

The factsare that a young Christian 
girl at Salonica was seized by Mussul- 
mans and was being dragged to the 
mosque when her cries summoned the 
American consular agent, M. Lazzaro, 
to her assistance. He rescued her and 
carried her tothe United States consu 
late, which was at once surrounded by 
a furious crowd of the Mohamedan fa- 
natics. In the meanwhile Herr Ab- 
bott, the German consul,and Mr. Paul 
Moulin, the French consul, hearing of 
the affair repaired to the 
mosque to protect the girl. Wnen they 
had reached the church they were set 
upon by the maddened mob and beat- 
en to death with irons wrenched from 
the gra'ings. The Italian consul ap- 
pealed to the Turkisn soldiers to inter 
fere, but they refused, and the efforts 
of the governor of Salonica to quell the 
riot were utterly futile. 

The full purticalars have been re- 
ported to the nations of the continent 
apd Italy, Germany, France, Russia, 
Austria and England have ordered war 
vessels to Salon‘vca and that vicinity. 
The porte claims a different state of 
facts and offers to mete out justice to 
the already arrested murders of the 
two foreign c. nsuls. No definite action 
has been taken other than the sbove, 
but. it is probable that a diplomatic 
consultation, will result in the dethrone. 
mentof the sultan and the establish- 
ment of a mixed Europern protectorate 
over his domisions. It is certain tu 
all the powers that safety must be given 
to the Christians of that country. The 
fanaticism of the Mussulinans has 
brought its rich reward upon them 
and they must speedily be taught to 
respect the rights and tolerate the faith 
of those even whom they hate.

«CRISIS ON Tai E CASWELL. 


A Daring Muticy, and Wholesale 
Murder of the Crew. 


QUFENSTOWN, May 13.—Jas. Carrick, 


seaman in charge of the bark Caswell, | 


reports as fo!lows: On leaving Auto- 
fogasta, the crew consisted uf a captain, 
mate, second mate, steward, turee 
oreek, two Italian and two Enghsh 
seamen, a carpenter and two boys. 
On the 4th of January, the Greek aud 
Italian sailors mutinied and murdered 
the oflicers. Knowing something of 
navigation, 1 took charge. The for- 
eigners wished: to take the vessel to 
Greece. About a month aiterwards, 
when off the coast of Brazil, the boys 
overheard a plot between the Greeks 


-and Italians to murder the Englishmen 


aboard. The carpenter and myself suc- 
ceeded in overpowering one of the 
Greeks, whom we put in irons. We 
were compelled in self-defence to kil 

the other Greeks, one of whom was 
ting leader of the mutiny. The two 
Italians then left the vessel in a boat, 
taking a letter from. me to celiver. 
When they got ashore the the vessel/ 
was brought here by the 
remainder of the crew.

Battimore Mp., May 13.—Bishop 
Scott presided. The book concern 
commiitee offered the following which 
was wdopted. 

Resolved thatthe assertions of the 
memorialists that the western book con 
cern 1s practically insolvent and in an 
unsound dangerous bankrupt condition 
is both injust and untrue, and entitiel 
to no consideration by the public and 
that any member of the Methodist E.

‘Indian missions. The report earuestly 
urges that the past success and the 
present demand requires that ifthe In- 
dian mission work should be very great- 
ly eularged. It speaks of the impor- 
tauce Of schools among the Indians,aud 
urges the prompt establisiment of 
schools awwong them by the board of 
this conference. 

Dr. Heim sustained the report in an 
earnest address, 

Rey. Dr. Dawson, of South Carolina, 
one vf the most venerable ministers of 
the body, recalled some pleasant rem- 
iaiscences of Mr. Monroe's Indian pol- 
icy, and made an earnest appeal to the 
whites to give the gospel to those 
whose hunting grounds they possess. 

Rev. Dr. H. F. Buchn: r, the veteran 
Indian missionary of the convention, 
gave some interesting facts to show that 
Christians are a better po'ice 
force amony the red men 
than are United States cavalry, 
and that tribes which have been Chris- 
tianized are peaceable and law-abiding. 
He brought out the great necessity of 
schools among the I dians,and went 
into interesting details to show the 
practicability of at once proceeding to 
festablish a manual labor and school 
among the Creeks. 

The reports were unanimously adop- 
ted. 

Rev. Dr. Williams of Baltimore, 
moved that.the agency of the home 
Mission board is a necessity in the 
prosecution of our work among the des- 
titute of our territory. 

Rey. Dr. Montgomery of Lynchburg, 
Rev. Henry McDonald of Kentucky, 
and Rey. Dr. Curry of Virginia, made 
admirable addresses on this subject 
and in support of the motion. 

CrnaRLEston, May 13.—The question 
of admission ot the colored Protestant 
Episcopal congregation to representa- 
tion, which had agitated the South 
Carvlina dioceses for two or three years 
past, was settled last night after a warm 
discussion in the dicvcese convention, 
by the rejec ion of app.ication of St. 
Marks church for admission to that 
body. A majority of the clergymen 
fay vred the application, waich was re- 
jected by the vote of the lay members.

The middle class of restaurants and 
saloons in some instances manage 1o 
secure the n cessary change by send-* 
ing messengers upon the street to make 
small purchases, for which bills are 
tecdered and currency or silver receiv- 
ed. The bakers accumulate a great 
many nickles, and these are appealed 
to by the persuasive argument of a 
smaller per cent. than the Wal§ 
street brokers demand. The 
ferries, where pounds. of nickel 
and silver are daily deposited, are 
also made availabie in this respect, and | 
doubtless an eye is thrown ou: to turn- 
ing an honest penny ia the receipt of a 
small premium. ‘The larger restaurants, 
like that in the Astor honse, go “on 
’Change” for their change, and the 
otk er day were compelled to pay from 
two to four per cent. premium. 

This speculation 1s not confined to 
individuals and regular brokers by any 
means, but seems to be epidemic. The 
Third Avenue railway company, which 
accumulates the greatest amount of 
small change, made a miss when its 
manayers went into Wall street for pre- 
miums on their collections, influenced
